The  sequence  of  sampling  and  results  of  oramimtion  is  to  tore  sting  to  tho 
following  particulars  :~ 

Tho  raw  water  as  received  from  tho  Hoad  Works  shows  a  very  high  Coli 
content,  such  as  might  bo  oxpoctod  after  so  much  flooding,  (sample  Ho.  1} 

Chemical  treatment  and  filtering  shows  an  elimination  of  90$  of  tho 
bacteria,  but  allows  sufficient  coli  to  pass  the  filters  to  loavo  the  rator 
unsatisfactory  (Sample  No.  2),  whereas,  under  normal  filtering  conditions  have 
frequently  had  100$  elimination.  This  bears  out  previous  reports,  that  the 
filters  are  being  overworked,  with  consequent  reduction  of  efficiency,  below 
what  might  reasonably  be  expected  from  pressure  filters,  as  distinct  from  slow 
sand  filters* 

Chlorination  provides  the  second  line  of  defence  (No,  3)  having  cancelled 
the  coli  remaining  after  filtering. 

Chlorine  applied  under  modem  conditions  can  do  its  work  without  unpleasant 
consequences  (No,  4)  as  indicated  by  the  fact  that  no  free  chlorine  is  found 
in  the  water.

Chlorine  treatment,  applied  through  the  most  modem  plant  such  as  wo  have 
hero  is  in  every  way  satisfactory,  but  we  find  that  it  nee  dp  careful  supervision. 

A  receipt  chock  up  from  the  Council’s  records  show  that  out  of  a  total  of 
inhabited  houses  in  the  district  5,770  have  a  piped  supply  of  water  available 
equal  to  approximately  91%  of  the  total.  Xu  addition’  thoro  are  205  more 
houses  which  are  within  100  yards,  of  c  water. main  and  could  therefore  bo 
connected  to  a  pined  suoely  at  a  relatively  small  cost.

The  importance  of  careful  meat  and  food  inspection  in  these  days 
is  stressed  by  the  above  quotation  from  the  Ministry  of  Pood  publication. 


Centralized  slaughtering  has  so  far  had  the  beneficial  effect  of 
standardizing  inspection  tircoughout  the  country.  Itinerant  Veterinary 
Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  visit  all  slaughter  houses  occasionally  and  wo  who  have 
the  task  of  safeguarding  the  nation’s  homo  killed  meat  supplies  at  the  source 
ha vo  the  benefit  of  their  knowledge  and  experience.  By  means  of  such  visits

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The  great  increase  in 


the  reported  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  bovinos 


slaughtered  during  the  year  is  no  doubt  duo  to  Government  policy.  It  should  bo 
noted  that  the  increase  is  shown  und  .*r  the  sub-heading  ’Cows’.  Dairy. f armors 
wore  urged  to  rid  their  herds  of  unthrifty  animals  so  that  the  limited  amount  of 
feeding  stuffs  available  might  bo  fed  to  the  bettor  quality  stock.  Many 
unthrifty  animals  found  their  way  into  tho  Abattoir,  with  this  result.
